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Council to bring in 
more parking bans 

DRIVERS will be banned from parking 
along nearly 20 roads across Dudley under 
hard-hitting plans revealed today. 

Council bosses are working on propos¬ 
als for double yellow lines to be introduced 
on 18 routes across Dudley, Stourbridge, 
Halesowen, Brierley Hill and Netherton. 

Others will also be made one-way or 
see waiting restrictions imposed in a bid to 
improve traffic flow and stop some drivers 
leaving cars in residential street to avoid 
parking charges. 

Consultation will run until October 1 with 
a decision on each scheme soon after.

A TEENAGER is hoping to 
breathe life back into his 
community by getting one of 
its high street’s biggest build¬ 
ings back up and running. 

Morgan Siviter, aged 14, has lobbied 
local councillors and has arranged 
a meeting with his MP to try to fill 
the former Kwik Save store in High 
Street, Cradley Heath. 

Morgan, who suffers from Asperger’s and au¬ 
tism, wants to open a community centre where 
people on the autistic spectrum can go to share 
their stories and get information. His efforts 
have won backing in the community. 

Morgan said: “We’ve been asking and asking 
to get this site open and it’s been turned down. 

“But now we’re getting somewhere, I’ve 
managed to contact four councillors - which 
I’m chuffed about - and I’ve got an appoint¬ 
ment with the MP. 

“It’s one of the biggest shops on the high 
street and it’s a shame to see it shut. 

“The people of Cradley Heath won’t be silent 
until it’s open again. It’s dragging the high 
street down. 

“When the store was open it brought loads of 
people to the town - it’s such a shame.” 

Difference 

Morgan said he wanted to make a difference 
to his local area. He added: “A lot of teenagers 
go to school, come home and then go straight 
on their Xbox - they don’t do things for their 
community. But I’m a person who won’t back 
down.” 

Ward Councillor Julie Webb said: “That shop 
has been lying vacant for a number of years. 
He’s hoping to set up a co-op that people who 
are on the autistic spectrum can go to and get 
information. 

“Everyone I’ve spoken to has said we need to 
encourage him in what he is doing.” 

Meanwhile, campaigners were last night 
(Wednesday) holding a public meeting to dis¬ 
cuss a fresh bid to build a store on a pub car 
park in Cradley Heath. 

Sandwell Council has already thrown out one 
scheme put forward by New River Retail for the 
Haden Cross site on Halesowen Road. The pub 
was also granted Asset of Community Value 
status earlier this year. 

But now New River Retail has revised the 
plans for a Co-op store and submitted a fresh 
planning application, after saying they have 
addressed issues raised by councillors. 

The Friends of Haden Cross group have 
vowed to continue to fight the development 
plans. Tim Haskey, of the group, said: “We ex¬ 
pected this re-application would be inevitable. 
We refuse for this to be at the detriment of local 
community’s wishes.”

Government fund 
new teaching roles 

MORE than 50 new teaching posts will 
be created by Dudley Council to help 
continue providing a range of adult 
learning courses. 

The council’s Adult and Community 
Learning Team runs dozens of courses 
at community venues across the bor¬ 
ough. 

To meet the growing demand for the 
courses, the authority wants to create 
55 part-time tutor posts to replace the 
casual tutor pool. It will be funded by a 
£1.2 million Government grant. 


PUPILS 

Extra 200 places 
at primary school 

MORE than 200 extra places will be cre¬ 
ated under plans to expand a Halesowen 
school. 

Dudley Council says there is an increas¬ 
ing demand for more pupil places at New- 
field Park Primary School. 

A consultation has been launched by 
Dudley Council to get the views of parents 
and staff during this month. 

The proposal would see the school go 
from a two to a three form entry. 

If agreed the changes would see an ad¬ 
ditional 210 places available at the school 
and also the flexibility to include nursery 
provision at a later date. 
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Visitors flocking to museum and zoo 



Black Country Living Museum 


THE Black Country Living Museum 
and Dudley Zoo have recorded bumper 
visitor numbers this summer — despite 
downpours hitting the school holidays. 

Bosses said they were delighted fam¬ 
ilies chose to visit the open air attrac¬ 
tions in their droves over the summer. 

New exhibits, themed events and spe¬ 
cial offers are among the reasons they 
say have helped swell numbers coming 
through the gates, despite the dodgy 
summer weather. 

At the Black Country Living Mu¬ 
seum, visitor numbers jumped by eight 
per cent during the six week holidays. 


Spokeswoman Laura Wakelin said: 
“The summer holidays are a key period 
for the museum and we’re very pleased 
with eight per cent year-on-year rise in 
visitors. 

“Some of the reasons for this boost 
include our new UnChained Annual 
Pass, which allows for unlimited returns 
within a 12 month period, but also an 
attractive offering in terms of activities. 

“This year we’ve focussed on the his¬ 
tory of cinema and that’s been a real hit 
with visitors.” 

It has also been good at Dudley Zoo 
where figures were up by 1,500 this Au¬ 


gust compared to the same period last 
year. 

This August 55,775 people went 
through the gates at the Castle Hill at¬ 
traction compared to 54,259 who visited 
the 40-acre site in 2014. 

Its busiest day was August 8 when al¬ 
most 3,000 visited. Even on rainy Bank 
Holiday Monday almost 700 people 
braved the drizzle. 

Zoo director Derek Grove said: “We 
no longer attract visitors solely from the 
Midlands but across the country and 
overseas, so the future’s looking bright.” 



820 fly-tippers but 
only five prosecuted 


FLY-TIPPING is on the rise in 
Dudley with thousands of inci¬ 
dents being reported but just a 
handful of people prosecuted. 

Councils are spending tens of thou¬ 
sands of pounds clearing up rubbish 
and pursuing the culprits through the 
courts. 

In Dudley, there were 820 reports in 
2014/15 - up 12 per cent from 782 three 
years before. And the cost has risen from 
£35,339 in 2012/13 to £45,366 in 2014/15. 

But Dudley Council prosecuted just five 
people last year, compared to nine the pre¬ 
vious year and 12 in 2012/13. 

The number of reports has risen by 38 
over the last year but is the lowest in the 
Black Country - and 3,600 lower than Wol¬ 
verhampton. 

Sandwell Council did not make a pros¬ 
ecution in the last three years but there 
were more than 10,000 reports and bosses 
spent nearly £598,000 tackling the prob¬ 
lem. 

Dudley chiefs admit more needs to be 
done to stop fly-tipping incidents increas¬ 
ing. 

Tougher 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin has called 
for tougher penalties. 

He said: “We need to stop the people that 
keep doing this to our local area.” 

The Dudley area has been blighted by 
fly-tippers in recent months, with mounds 
of waste being dumped on roads and car 
parks. Last week tyres, mattresses, sofas 
and fridges were dumped in Jackson Street, 
Lye, and had to be cleared by a community 
group. Lye councillor Mohammed Hanif 
said: “I don’t know why people do it, we 
have a council tip. I don’t know what drives 
people to go and do that.” 

Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet member 
for environmental services, said: “We work 
hard to catch and prosecute those people 
who blight our borough with fly-tipping.” 

More than 50 containers of waste have 
been left near clothes recycling bins in the 
car park of the Co-op in High Holborn. And 
mounds of black bags 10ft high are also 
being left in Edge Street, Coseley. 

And farmer Chris Inett who dumped 
more than 150 tyres and blocked Bennett’s 
Lane in Trescott, was ordered to pay almost 
£3,000 in fines and court costs in June. 


Gas pipe work led to huge tailbacks 


It’s an open road on one side of the Birmingham New Road, and total gridlock on the other 


DRIVERS faced massive delays af¬ 
ter getting caught up in nightmare 
traffic on a key route in the Black 
Country. 

National Grid engineers carried 
out ‘essential’ works as motorists 
were warned to stay away from 
Burnt Tree Island and Birchley 
Island. 

The A4123 New Birmingham 
Road and Wolverhampton Road 
were clogged up from just before 
7am until the works were com¬ 
pleted around 2.30pm on Tuesday. 


At one stage the tailbacks from 
Birchley to Burnt Tree were ‘two 
hours’, according to Sandwell 
Council. 

The authority posted a warning 
on its Twitter account, writing: 
“We’re hearing about two-hour de¬ 
lays on the northbound A4123 due 
to roadworks at Burnt Tree island 
in Dudley. Avoid area if possible.” 

The slip road from Burnt Tree 
Island onto the A461 was closed 
during the works. 

One motorist, Paul Wynn, de¬ 


scribed the situation as a ‘traffic 
nightmare’ on the social network, 
while Michelle Dalton wrote: “I will 
never ever take the A4123 again.” 

But National Grid said they had 
completed the work ahead of sched¬ 
ule. 

Spokeswoman Jeanette Un- 
sworth said: “We were carrying out 
essential work to replace a valve on 
a gas pipe. We initially expected to 
have the slip road closed for up to 
five days but fortunately managed 
to complete all the work required. “

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Awards for 
bravery of 
officers in 
knife horror 

TWO police officers who fought to 
save a crazed knifeman after he 
slashed his own throat following a 
double stabbing have been awarded 
top national bravery honours. 

Inspector Steve Gordon and Ser¬ 
geant Jon Andrews, both from Dud¬ 
ley, are to receive Royal Humane 
Society testimonials after the inci¬ 
dent in Robin’s Close, Stourbridge, 
last year. 

They were called to the house after 
reports of a disturbance and were con¬ 
fronted with ‘a bloodbath’ with two 
women having been stabbed. 

The officers were told the attacker 
was still inside the house with a baby 
and when they went in Insp Gordon 
and Sgt Andrews were confronted by 
John Loveridge, who was armed with 
a large knife. 

He then slashed his throat from 
ear to ear before they convinced him 
to drop the knife and then battled to 
stop him bleeding to death. 

The two officers also won the per¬ 
sonal praise of Dick Wilkinson, secre¬ 
tary of the Royal Humane Society. Mr 
Wilkinson said: “This incident turned 
into a bloodbath after the man slashed 
his own throat down to his windpipe. 

“In addition to trying to stem the 
bleeding the two officers also had to 
fight to restrain the man who was 
bleeding heavily and seemed to be 
intent on his own death. Paramedics 
who attended the scene were in no 
doubt that they saved the man’s life.” 

Insp Gordon added: “I am just 
thankful that the victims and the at¬ 
tacker all made a full recovery.” 


Witness appeal 
after train brawl 

AN APPEAL for witnesses to a fight 
involving 10 people on-board a train 
at Stourbridge Junction station has 
been made. 

Violence broke out as the train, 
travelling between Kidderminster 
and Birmingham, arrived at the sta¬ 
tion and spilled out onto the platform. 

British Transport Police want wit¬ 
nesses to the brawl which happened at 
around 9.30pm on August 8. They are 
examining CCTV from the station and 
the train. Pc Tom Kelly said: “British 
Transport Police will not tolerate ag¬ 
gressive or anti-social behaviour on 
trains or at stations. We will always 
do everything in our power to inves¬ 
tigate upsetting incidents like this.”

Park supporters block traveller invasion 



One caravan got stuck trying to get in 


TRAVELLERS attempting to set 
up camp at a Sandwell beauty spot 
sparked a stand-off as a large group 
of people gathered to physically stop 
them getting on to the site. 

Residents raised the alarm after 
five caravans were seen entering a 
meadow at Warley Woods. Bollards 
were torn out by the travellers in an 
attempt to access the park. 

But before any more caravans 
could force their way in, a group com¬ 
prised of Warley Woods Community 
Trust staff, volunteers and residents 
blocked their path. 


A long stand-off on Monday evening 
ensued with one caravan attempting 
to enter the meadow over a bank, only 
to get stuck halfway. This took place 
even after police attended to ensure 
there was no public disturbance. 

Members of the community said 
they had ‘made it clear to all con¬ 
cerned’ they would not allow any 
more caravans to get on to the site. 

Sandwell Council’s highways emer¬ 
gency staff also attended the scene 
and placed concrete blocks to protect 
the perimeter of the park. 

Negotiations between the two 


groups continued late into the 
evening when the travellers finally 
agreed to leave the site. The caravans 
were escorted off the site by members 
of the trust. 

Visitors who had gone to the spot 
to walk their dogs found their cars 
blockaded in by caravans during the 
stand-off. Councillor Steve Eling, 
chairman of the trust board, said it 
had been a ‘very difficult’ situation. 

As the woods do not belong to 
Sandwell Council, the authority 
would have had no powers to evict 
the travellers. 


“Three adults and a child were 
released prior to our arrival. 

“Police also attended the scene 
and we worked to make the scene 
safe.” 

One eyewitness, who did not 
want to be named, said: “It was 
quite a big smash. It has totally 
damaged the wall of the house and 
written off the car by the looks of 
it. 

“Thank God no one was on the 
pavement when it happened.”

Grandfather was killed 
by a swarm of wasps 


A GRANDFATHER from Brierley Hill 
died after being stung hundreds 
of times on the face when he dis¬ 
turbed a wasps’ nest while on holi¬ 
day in Wales, an inquest heard. 

Clive Southall’s family could ‘hardly 
see his face’ because there were so many 
wasps swarming around him as he rushed 
back to his caravan in Llanfair Caerein- 
ion, Welshpool. 

The 83-year-old from Rodway Close had been 
clearing woods alongside Baxter Mill Caravan 
Park. 

After the wasps attacked him, he rushed 
to the shower to try to wash them off but col¬ 
lapsed shortly after and had to be airlifted to 
hospital. His family described his death as a 
‘tragic accident’, an inquest in Telford heard 
yesterday. 

Mr Southall, a retired service engineer, died 
at Royal Shrewsbury Hospital on August 11. 

His inquest was completed in just 10 min¬ 
utes at Telford Register Office at a ‘fast track’ 
hearing after his family requested it should go 
ahead in their absence. 

The statements from his family were instead 
read out by Julie Hartridge, officer for coroner 
Mr John Ellery. 

She said: “According to evidence from his 
son, at around 11am on August 11, Mr Southall 
was clearing woods alongside Baxter Mill Car¬ 
avan Park, where he has a holiday home. Also 
present was his 11-year-old granddaughter. 

Slipped 

“At some point during this work it seems he 
slipped and disturbed a wasps’ nest. 

“The wasps quickly swarmed upon him and 
he returned to his caravan to put his head 
under the shower in a bid to get rid of the 
wasps. 

“His daughter, who was in the caravan, com¬ 
mented that she could hardly see her father’s 
face because there were so many wasps on him. 

“He came out of the bathroom and said that 
he had been stung a lot of times. Shortly after 
he suddenly collapsed.” 

The inquest heard Mr Southall was airlifted 
to Royal Shrewsbury Hospital but died later 
that day. 

A post-mortem revealed death caused by an¬ 
aphylactic shock. 

A verdict of accidental death was recorded.

West Midlands Fire Service said 
the crash involved two vehicles. 


A woman in her 30s and the 
young boy were taken to City Hos¬ 
pital in Birmingham, for a precau¬ 
tionary check-up. 

The other two passengers did 
not require hospital treatment. 
No other injuries were reported. 

West Midlands Fire Service 
spokesman Matthew Smith said: 
“Two cars were in collision in the 
roadway. One vehicle had been in 
contact with a garden wall and 
came to rest on its side.

Uber operates in Birmingham but 
this would be the company’s first ser¬ 
vice in the Black Country. 

General manager for the Midlands 
Fouzan Ali confirmed the plans to 
start operating in Dudley in the future 
but said it was too early to say when 
the service would start. 

Certificate 

“We have applied to operate in Dud¬ 
ley. We have plans to operate in lots of 
areas in the Midlands,” he added. 

He has submitted an application for 
a certificate of lawful use for operating 
a private hire operator business from 
a base at Dudley Court South. 

In February, Birmingham became 
the fourth city in the UK to be tar¬ 
geted by the American firm which now 
operates in more than 50 countries. 

Dudley Private Hire and Taxi Asso¬ 
ciation chairman, Shaz Saleem, said 
while he didn’t think his members 
would support Uber, he doesn’t be¬ 
lieve the firm’s arrival would affect 
business. 

He added: “I think people prefer the 
security of the traditional taxi. ”

THE boss of a new bar and nightclub 
is promising something different for 
Stourbridge. 

Eleven has opened at the former 
Moochers venue off the ring road. Like 
its predecessor, the bar will continue 
to play host to local bands but will also 
look to attract clubbers at weekends, 
with a DJ set playing until 2am. 

The building did not remain empty 
for long, with Eleven launching only 
five months after Moochers closed. 

The bar had a large following in 
Stourbridge and its demise was met 


with disappointment in the town, but 
promoter Neil Griffiths is confident 
the new club can fill the void. 

He said: “We’re trying to achieve 
something slightly different in Stour¬ 
bridge. A lot of people we have spoken 
to locally say they want something 
that is a higher level than what is on 
offer at the moment. 

“We are trying to be unique rather 
than churning out the same stuff as 
everywhere else. We will have the 
local cover bands but we will also have 
unsigned bands to try and give Stour¬ 


bridge a different edge. On Fridays 
there will be acoustic live music before 
a club evening afterwards. On Satur¬ 
days there will be a DJ and full band.” 

Mr Griffiths accepts it is a difficult 
time to launch a nightclub. A recent 
study showed there are now half as 
many nightclubs in the UK as there 
were 10 years ago. 

Mr Griffiths said: “It is a tough cli¬ 
mate and we are seeing a lot of night¬ 
clubs in decline. We are confident, we 
think there is a gap in the market for 
and people are craving.” 


Work under 5 
way to restore 
locomotive 

PAINSTAKING work is being carried 
out to restore a steam locomotive and 
bring it back to the tracks for the first 
time in three decades. 

Engineers are dedicating hours of 
work to return the Hagley Hall loco¬ 
motive to its former glory. It is based 
within a workshop at Severn Valley 
Railway’s Bridgnorth station and it 
is hoped it could be back on the rails 
again within three years. 

The £500,000 project is gathering 
pace as a team of six are tasked with 
the challenge of restoring the Loco¬ 
motive 4930 Hagley Hall. 

Bob Sweet, from the Friends of 
Locomotive 4930 Hagley Hall group, 
said: “There is a lot of support and 
interest from members of the Severn 
Valley Railway. 

I’m sure a lot of Severn Valley Rail¬ 
way supporters and visitors would 
love to see it come back.” 

Hagley Hall was built at Great 
Western Railway’s works in Swindon, 
Wiltshire, in 1929 and served at de¬ 
pots across the Midlands and West 
Country. It was withdrawn from ser¬ 
vice in December 1963, having run 
1,295,236 miles and was sold for scrap 
before being recovered by enthusiasts. 

It has no actual link to Hagley Hall 
apart from Great Western’s tradition 
at the time to name each class of its 
locomotives after places or people.

Emotive subject 
of life and death

WE are all unique in the uni¬ 
verse and every single life is 
sacred, so giving someone 
the right to prescribe med¬ 
ication to kill anyone makes 
me uneasy. 

I am not a religious man but I 
am in awe of the miracle of life. 

How could you ever want to give 
that up? 

Then I think about someone living 
in unbearable pain, for whom even 
breathing has become a desperate re¬ 
minder of how few breaths they may 
have left, and how much harder it is 
going to become and I think, who am I 
to tell them all this? 

Step forward Wolverhampton South 
West MP Rob Marris, bringing his As¬ 
sisted Dying Bill to be debated in the 
Commons on Friday. 

Dignity 

He presents it as a calm and rational 
response to an issue of growing con¬ 
cern - that there are people who want 
to end their lives in dignity but the law 
tells them they cannot. 

The two doctors who would have to 
agree would not administer the drugs. 
A judge would have the final say. 

The patient would have to be the 
one to take their own life. Opponents 
will not see it like that. 

For even though the Bill would only 
allow lethal medication to be pre¬ 
scribed to someone diagnosed with less 
than six months to live, it is effectively 
asking another human being for help 
to die. Last week alone, 36 religious 
leaders including priests and vicars 
from across the West Midlands told

There is no more emotive subject 
than the sanctity of life. 

Christian ministers believe they are 
fighting to preserve it. Right to die 
campaigners believe desperately ill 
people are being condemned to suffer 
in pain. 

I think I’ll feel sad or uneasy which¬ 
ever way this goes. 

Those of us sitting on the fence 
can only hope or pray that as far as 
ourselves and our loved ones are con¬ 
cerned, we never feel the need to ask 
someone else to decide on a matter of 
life and death. 


Mr Marris in an open letter, and in 
no uncertain terms, how much they 
objected. 

For the former lawyer, on his sec¬ 
ond run as an MP, the task is not just 
about arguing the case for his Assisted 
Dying Bill, but about stressing all the 
things that it is not. 

It is not, he says, euthanasia. It is 
not, he says, about pressuring some¬ 
one who is elderly and infirm to end 
their life. 

The problem he faces, beyond the 
Bill itself, is that many of those who 
oppose assisted dying believe it to be 
the thin end of the wedge.

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First SKondanr school in 
decade gets green light

PLANS for the first new sec¬ 
ondary school in Sandwell 
for a decade have been given 
the green light. 

Around 120 Year 7 pupils will 
start at the Q3 Academy in Lang¬ 
ley from next September. 

By 2023 the academy school will 
have a total of 1,500 pupils enrolled. 
The school will be built off Moat 
Road on land which used to house the 
Oldbury College of Sport and where 
buildings were demolished earlier this 
month. 

The scheme has been supported by 
bosses at Sandwell Council who said 
it was great news for the children of 
Sandwell. It will be the first new sec¬ 
ondary school to open in 10 years in 
the entire borough. 

It is being sponsored by Eric and 
Grace Payne, who were the sponsors of 
the Q3 Academy in nearby Great Barr. 

Facilities 

The previous school on the site, 
Langley High School, closed in 2007, 
but the site continued to be used by 
the Oldbury College of Sport and Old¬ 
bury Academy until 2012, when the 
school moved all activity to the for¬ 
mer Oldbury Technical School site on 
Pound Road and abandoned the site 
on Moat Road. 

A dining hall and main hall will 
be at the centre of the new building, 
while the new school will also feature 
drama and music areas, an art and 
design centre and top-of-the-range 
sports facilities. The proposals were 
rubber-stamped by a recent Sandwell 
Council planning committee. 

But approval was only given after 
restrictions on non-pupil use of the 
school’s sporting facilities had been re¬ 
moved. Councillor Steve Trow said: “If 
the sporting facilities at the school can 
be made available for community use 
than I believe that is something worth 


doing. I find it extraordinary to say it 
is not safe for community use outside 
of school hours. 

“These are important green spaces 
in a highly built-up area. It would be 
extremely valuable for the pitches to 
be bought back into community use if 
at all possible..” 

In light of these concerns it was 
agreed to remove a condition restrict¬ 


ing community use of the school’s 
external pitches to 8pm Monday-Sat- 
urday and 2pm on Sunday. 

Councillor Roger Horton raised the 
issue of public transport. He said: “It 
is going to be such a large complex in 
Moat Road has any thought been given 
to how people will be getting there 
and how people will travel away from 
there?”

POLICE officers are being forced to 
drive to emergencies without sirens 
due to cash cuts - resulting in delays 
attending robberies, burglaries and 
assaults. 

There have been more than 100 reports 
in the past 12 months of police attending 
urgent matters without a siren in the West 
Midlands. 

As a result, there is said to be ‘huge frustra¬ 
tion’ among officers, who feel they are ‘letting 
the public’ down as they struggle to get to crime 


scenes within the target of 15 minutes. The 109 
Vauxhall Corsa patrol cars being used have blue 
lights but no sirens and were originally intended 
for neighbourhood policing and non-urgent in¬ 
quiries. 

However, according to the Police Federation, 
they are being deployed to more emergencies 
due to the reduction in staff caused by the Gov¬ 
ernment’s budget cuts to West Midlands Police. 

Officers are ordered to drive the Corsa at ‘pa¬ 
trol speed’ and obey the rules of the road. But 
the absence of a siren means they cannot get 
traffic to move out of the way. 


West Midlands Police Federation health and 
safety boss Pete Harkness said: “More emphasis 
is being put on the Corsa in answering emer¬ 
gency calls. In these circumstances, the lack of 
a siren creates huge frustration among the of¬ 
ficers driving them. They feel they are letting 
the public down.” 

One police officer, who did not want to be 
named, revealed how he arrived in a Corsa pa¬ 
trol car too late to save a member of the public 
from being assaulted by a drink driver. 

Up to 2,500 West Midland Police officers and 
staff are set to be axed in the next four years.

A HAUL of illegal ciga¬ 
rettes and tobacco worth 
£5,000 has been seized 
from a Blackheath shop.

FOCUS ON BLACKHEATH AND ROWLEY REGIS 


More parking spaces to 
ease congestion at hospital 


DOZENS of extra parking spaces are planned 
for Rowley Regis Hospital in a bid to ease the 
strain on patients and nearby residents. 

A new staff car park with up to 50 bays will be 
created on land at the back of the hospital, off Moor 
Lane. It will free up existing spaces in the car park, 
currently used by workers, so they can be used by 


patients and visitors. 

It’s part of a £2 million re¬ 
vamp of the hospital which 
follows a public consultation 
held earlier this year. 

The car park has around 
110 spaces available but 
residents and patients have 
requested more bays as visi¬ 
tors, unable to park on site, 
have clogged up surround¬ 
ing roads at busy times. 

Project manager Paul 
Scott said making further 
parking spaces available 
would improve access at the 
site. Mr Scott said: “We have 
a great facility here and we 
want to see it as a vibrant, 
healthcare hub for people in 
the local community.” 

Extra health clinics, a re¬ 
furbished gym and therapy 
areas will also be created as 
part of the revamp, as well 
as better refreshment facili¬ 
ties for patients and visitors. 

Work is set to be begin 
this year and be completed 
by Easter.

Minor grumbles, but food hit 
the spot at Ye Olde Toll House 


YE Olde Toll House, in Willenhall 
is a comforting little venue with 
huge beams supporting the ceil¬ 
ings and where the rooms nicely 
furnished and lit. 

We were ushered into the bar area on to 
huge, soft sofas where we ordered drinks 
and browsed menus before ordering our 
food and heading to our table. 

There are set price options if you want to 
stick to a budget, or you can pick and choose 
from the a la carte lists or specials boards - 
which featured a host of fish dishes. And it’s 
worth noting that Ye Olde Toll House has a 
separate veggie menu. 

It was a pretty busy evening for midweek 
but the wait on the food was very short. 

My first friend chose the pan fried pigeon 
breast with black pudding mousse, sauteed 
wild mushrooms and pancetta crisps, which

went down pretty well. My other friend 
went for the garlic and herb-baked king 
prawns with toasted ciabatta. The prawns 
were almost perfect with the flavours going 
down a storm. 

I opted for the crispy pork belly with stir- 
fried vegetables and toasted sesame seeds. 

The flavours were gorgeous and the dif¬ 
fering textures of the pork were nice on 
the palate. The vegetables were difficult to 
get out of the decorative, unusually-shaped 
bowl, though. 

So onto round two. And just as with the 
starters, they proved a treat. The pan-fried 
duck breast was next for one friend. It came 
with a healthy portion of dauphinoise po¬ 
tatoes, fried wild mushrooms and a sloe 
gin and redcurrant sauce. ‘Beautiful’ was 
the adjective used to describe the duck and 


there was a thumbs-up for the jus, but he 
said the peppercorns in the sauce confused 
things and added an unnecessary crunch. 

My female pal ordered from the vegetar¬ 
ian menu - the stilton and spinach linguine 
with side salad and garlic bread. It arrived 
with very cute mini ciabattas rather than 
garlic bread but she didn’t mind as it was a 
hefty helping of pasta and ended up defeat¬ 
ing her anyway. 

The flavour of the stilton was praised as 
it added a kick that offset the mushrooms 
nicely. The wilted spinach was noticeable 
too as it added bite. The side salad was 
largely ignored due to the pasta portion. 

I chose from the grill menu - an 8oz sir¬ 
loin steak with baked tomato, roast field 
mushroom, peas and hand cut chips. I added 
a peppercorn and brandy sauce. The steak 
was cooked beautifully and tasted great. It 
cut easily and had just enough chew with¬ 


out being tough and dry. The sauce was 
thick and flavoursome, while the crunchy 
skin of the chips was a delight. 

Despite the amount we’d already eaten 
we weren’t quite done yet as we decided 
desserts would be a great idea. 

My mate chose the chocolate torte with 
cherry ice cream and amaretto cherries - 
‘banging’ was his verdict. The pastry, too, 
got full marks. Friend two chose the lemon 
curd cheesecake, served in a wine glass. She 
was a little disappointed as she felt it was 
more of a mousse than a cheesecake. 

I had a piping hot apple strudel. The pas¬ 
try was crisp and snapped when cut into 
and the apple chunks were large and sweet 
- softened by the vanilla custard. 

A couple of grumbles with the food and 
the lack of checking up on us by staff had 
not dampened our evening and we smiled in 
satisfaction at our evening meals.

The actor was just 11 when he 
landed the role of Harry Potter in the 
block-busting film adaptations of JK 
Rowling’s hugely successful novels. 

It must have been a lot of pressure 
- over the course of eight films, fans 
got the chance to watch Radcliffe 
grow up on screen - but luckily, he 
seems to have largely avoided most of 
the pitfalls that have come with being 
a child star. 


However, his experiences may just 
help him in the new one-off drama, 
The Gamechangers, which focuses 
on a very different sort of 
entertainment phenomenon. 

The film explores the story of the 
computer game Grand Theft Auto, 
which the BBC has described as 
arguably the greatest British coding 
success since the days of Bletchley 
Park. 


He’s put his continuing success 
(he’s gone on to win rave reviews 
for his stage work in Equus and 
The Cripple of Inishmaan, and 
appeared in films as diverse as The 
Woman in Black, Kill Your Darlings 
and Horns) down to his offbeat 
taste in scripts. 

He told The Guardian: “I think I’ve 
got good taste, but it’s slightly left of 
centre. I’m not interested in making 
films I’ve seen before.

That’s all it’s governed by; there’s no

GTAs invitation to enter a 
fictionalised American underworld, 
where you can steal cars and gun 
down rival gangsters and cops alike, 
proves irresistible to players, it also 
attracts a lot of controversy. 

The more successful the game 
becomes, the more critics it picks up, 
with parents, politicians and moral 
campaigners all worried about the 
values they claim GTA is encouraging 
and the effect it may have on children. 

And at the vanguard of the crusade 
is lawyer Jack Thompson (Twister’s 
Bill Paxton), who is determined to stop 
the game’s rise. 

The Gamechangers has already 
generated some controversy of its 
own - the firm Rockstar Games filed 
a suit against the BBC to ‘ensure that 
our trademarks are not misused in the 
BBC’s pursuit of an unofficial depiction 
of purported events related to 
Rockstar Games.’ 


But it remains to be seen if the 
drama will change any viewers’ minds 
about the nature of the games and 
their effects on the people who play 
them.

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Sizzler on road and track

There’s always room for improve¬ 
ment, even in the world of super¬ 
cars. McLaren goes hunting with 
its lighter, faster and more pow¬ 
erful 675 LT. 

Creating an even faster, track-ready 
version of an existing supercar could 
be achieved very quickly - and cyni¬ 
cally; an engine tweak here, a bigger 
wing there. 

But that’s not how McLaren has gone 
about creating the limited run 675 LT. The 
Long Tail name references the FI Long Tails 
created for further dominance in motor- 
sport, and this road car is designed to work 
on the track too. 

There’s more power, but from an engine 
that is 50 per cent new. It’s 100kg lighter, 
thanks to extreme measures like a slimmed- 
down wiring loom, improved aerodynamics 
also give the 675 a distinct look compared 
to its 650S sibling, and some clever features 
like the track telemetry app so you can play 
at being an FI driver. 

McLaren’s first road car of recent times 
was pretty and functional, but during the 
intervening years, the style and impact of 
each model has consistently improved. The 
675 LT is both dramatic and attractive, with 
the aero package adding to the race car 
look. It gives the bigger (and much more 
expensive) PI a run for its money in terms 
of looks. 

On the image front there’s very little to 
touch the 675 LT. Not only does it benefit 
from being limited to just 500 examples, the 
racing pedigree can’t be bought. 


You’ll want to leave the shopping at home, 
although if you’re a bit of a show-off you can 
head for the local supermarket and return 
with 144 litres of goodies. More importantly 
the cabin space is good; the dihedral doors 
open up and away, and although the bucket 
seats are slim and require a little care, once 
you’re in, the driving position is excellent and 
the view out is good. 

There are also a few areas to store odds 
and ends, even cup holders, but you won’t 
want to use those if you’re exploiting the per¬ 
formance. 

The 3.8-litre twin-turbocharged V8 de¬ 
livers 666bhp (675PS in metric, hence the 
name) and 516lb/ft of torque, and with a 
kerb weight of just 1,230kg the performance 
is utterly spectacular. A sub-three-second to 
62mph is a given, but the 0-124mph time of 
7.9 seconds is borderline ludicrous. It might 
be turbocharged but the engine is huge¬ 
ly flexible and responsive, and in the right 
engine mode the quick-snap gear changes 
are accompanied by glorious pops from the 
exhaust. 

The way the 675 LT behaves on road and 
track is equally stunning. With the scant re¬ 
strictions of the track to worry about, you can 
revel in the grip, the balance and the delica¬ 
cy of its behaviour, even at high speeds and 
with big g-forces. 

As well as the aero changes, the 675 has 
tweaked ESP settings that are separate from 
the Handling mode, so you can have softer 
suspension on the road, but still with a loose 
safety net or the complete opposite on the 
track. 

It’s surprisingly friendly yet enormously in¬ 
volving, and of course, huge fun. 

There is a substantial premium for the 675 
LT over the 650S, but it’s worth remember-

ing how much of the car is different. The 
unique exterior, revised suspension, light¬ 
weight parts and extra performance give 
a notably different feel from its sister car. 
Even the telemetry system, which gives 
you the kind of data level that Mr Button 
and Mr Alonso get to play with at week¬ 
ends adds to the experience. And say it 
quietly, but a car like this limited to just 500 
worldwide won’t lose too much money in 
a hurry. 

Any lucky so-and-so in the fortunate 
position to buy one should be queuing up 


for a 675 LT. There’s always a market for 
‘everyday’ supercars, but over and above 
that the track-focused versions are seem¬ 
ingly more in demand; the idea being you 
can drive your steed to the track, enjoy 
some hot laps and drive it home again, all 
without having to do anything other than fill 
it with fuel. You’ll need to be on good terms 
with your McLaren dealer though; appar¬ 
ently all 500 are spoken for. 

This car summed up in a single word: 
Sizzling. If this car was a Jet fighter it would 
be running rings around its enemies.
